“Time has come today 

Young hearts can go their way 

Can’t put it off another day 

I don’t care what others say 

They say we don’t listen any-

This is part of the lyrics to a 
fresh, original, and unusual song. 
“Time Has Come Today” in 
both the short and long versions 
brought the Chambers Brothers 
an almost “overnight” fame. 
And their appearances on “Show- 
case “68” and later on the Soul 
Special helped increase their na- 
tionwide appeal. 

The Chambers Brothers’ new- 
est album, “A New Time——A 
New Day” includes reworked 
“old” classics and some new 
cuts. “I Can’t Turn You Loose” 
carries with it a driving beat and 
what might be described as the 


“Chambers _ Brothers’ 
However, the lyrics have no 
great or deep meaning and are 


‘| somewhat repetitious. 


When the Chambers Brothers 
do “Where Have All the Flow- 
ers Gone” it becomes a very 
soulful version of the classic. 
While incorporating their own 
style and taste into the song, 
“Where Have All the Flowers 
Gone” turns out to be almost a 
totally different song. C.B. do 
a very pleasing job on the song. 

Another reproduction by the 
Chambers Brothers is “I Wish 
It Would Rain.” The Chambers 
Brothers’ version of the “soul 
classic” comes out something 
less than the original. Their ver- 
sion seems to be too slow and 
the music does not seem to be 
adequate.

BOOKS BY BLUE 


Eldridge Cleaver 


Soul on Ice, by Eldridge 
Cleaver, is a collection of essays 
and letters written during Cleav- 
er’s stay in Folsom State Prison. 
It is an original and compelling 
book concerning the spiritual 
and intellectual significance of 
being black in a_ white-con- 
trolled society. 

It was during his long prison 
term that Cleaver first really be- 
came aware of his blackness and 
its significance. He realized that 
the same events and ideas that 
had shaped his life were shaping 
America’s destiny. His reaction 
to a society he detests, a society 
that has devoted 300 years to 
erasing the black man’s identity, 
is in many ways typical of the 
reactions of his contemporaries. 

Cleaver became intent on con- 
tributing to the destruction of 
the oppressive system that had 
robbed him of his identity. He 
became a follower of Malcolm 
X, then he became a very suc- 
cessful Black Muslim minister. 
These religious experiences en- 
abled him to regain the self- 
image he had lost in childhood. 
He began to analyze the prob- 
lems he encountered, and him- 
self. While in prison he com- 
pleted his education and began 
the development of , self-expres- 
sion that led him to write Soul 
on Ice. 

Reconstruct 

Cleaver’s uncompromising de- 
sire to destroy the System is 
typical of many black American 
revolutionaries. | However, he 
differs from the usual revolu- 
tionary in that he has ideas of 
how the system should be. re- 
constructed to unite and benefit 
both black and white Americans.

In this book Cleaver is black, 
with no concessions, no adapta- 
tions to white expectations, 
However, he refrains from a 
completely critical stand. He 
emphasizes the black man’s ex- 
periences, problems, and hopes 
for the future, but at the same 
time he recognizes in the white- 
controlled present elements that 
have somehow remaind human 
and sympathetic. 

Soul on Ice is probably the 
most eloquent and accurate de- 
scription of twentieth-century 
white America as seen by black 
America. Cleaver destroys all 
of our most precious ideas about 
social behavior in America. He 
attacks our most ancient preju- 
dices in a manner which forces 
us to recognize them, if only to 
ourselves. Boxing, religion, sex 
are only a few of Cleaver’s tar- 
gets. He proves that the best 
mirror in which to view white 
America is, as W.E.B. Du Bois 
said, “the souls of black folk.”

ciety. His comments on the re- 
lationship of the black man and 
woman are designed to point out 
the failure of both to understand 
the other. _He attacks the re- 
signed “I’m too old to change 
anything now” philosophy of the 
older generations of black Amer- 
icans. His critical comments on 
novelist James Baldwin could 
never be made by any white 
critic. 

Admittedly Cleaver’s | book 
has its faults. Some of his state- 
ments could accurately be 
termed propaganda. However, 
they are indicative of moods 
that have been present in this 
country, and abroad, for many 
years. They seem startling be- 
cause they have never before 
been stated guit so powerfully. 
Cleaver is unconvincing in sev- 
eral of his ideas but the main 
thoughts and the power in his 
writing forces the reader to rec- 
ognize him as an outstanding 
writer and one of the best social 
critics of the 1960's.

Under the direction of Dr. 
Vahe Aslanian, the “Chichester 
Psalms” will be performed in 
Hebrew as specified by Leonard 
Bernstein when he completed 


1965. 

Each summer the Cathedral 
of Chichester, in Surrex, Eng- 
land, joins choral forces with its 
neighbors to produce a music 
festival. For the 1965 festival, 
Dean of Chichester »Cathredal 
commissioned Bernstein to com- 
pose these Psalms. 

Although composed for the 
Cathedral of Chichester, the de- 
but of the Psalms was at New 
York’s Philharmonic Hall. It 
was not until 16 days later that 
the “Chichester Psalms” was 
performed in England at the 
annual choral festival. 

Bernstein combined the texts 
of the Psalms for each of the 
three parts of this composition. 
He used Psalm 108, verse 2 and 
the entire Psalm 100 for Part I 
of the composition. For the sec- 
ond part, he used Psalm 23 and 
Psalm 2, verses 1-4, and Part III 
he used Psalm 131 and Psalm 
133, verse 1. ‘ 

The instrumental accompani- 
ment for the Hartnell Commun- 
ity Chorus will be Bernstein’s 
version for organ, one harp and 
chichéster psalms, Ist and last 
add, 2-2-2 percussion. 

The Hassidic Service for Sab- 
bath Eve was composed by Isa- 
dore Freed who used ancient 
Hebrew tunes to arrange the 
service.

TO STOP

Neither rain nor fog seems to 
be able to stop the potent Hart- 
nell Panther football team this 
season as they rolled to a con- 
vincing 31-6 win over the Gavi- 
lan Rams last Saturday night in 
rain-soaked SHS stadium. 


The Panthers, perhaps the 
best in the state, compiled 335 
yards total offense to Gavilan’s 
136. Gavilan, supposedly ranked 
number two in the state behind 
Hartnell, had no help from their 
heralded back Greg Goularte as 
he totaled just 28 net yards in 
16 attempts for a 1.8 average. 


The rugged Hart defense 
again came through superbly, 
especially Benny Guerra who 
was in on two fumble recoveries, 
and Bert Barden, the steady line- 
backer who usually makes the 
big play at the right time. Jeff 
Mallard and Neil Thomsen made 
their presence felt as did end 
Mike Martin and back John 
Amaral who intercepted his 
fourth pass of the season. All 
should ‘be up for the Menlo 
game to continue their winning 
streak of five games. 


Freshmen making outstanding 
contributions were Manuel Go- 
mez, formerly of King City High 
and Chip Campion of Palma. 
Sophomore transfer Robin Bag- 
gett of Arizona and Leon Clark 
also contributed to the overall 
defensive iob on Gavilan. Hart- 
nell now has given up just 147 
points in compiling their 6-1 
record. 


Enough can’t be said for the 
offense as they have brought in 
the bread for the team in the 
past seven games totaling 289 
points. The bulwark of the scor- 
ing has been taken on by Rocky 
Thompson, the finest football 
player to come to Salinas JC in 
its history. Rocky now has 109 
markers and gives him well over 
200 points so far in his two- 
year junior college career. Rocky 
scored 19 of the Panther points 
and picked up over 150 yards 
in 25 tires to run his season 
average to just under nine yards 
per try. Amazing! 


Dan Short is not far behind 
RT though he weighs consider- 
ably less at 165 pounds. Danny 
scored the remaining 12 points 
by taking a 40-yard aerial bomb 
from super-soph QB Joe Balgua, 
and by scampering 48 yards on 
the other score.
